From Tsungfa 


YUNGYUN, Nov. 29. 


MILITARY ADVICES 
state that .Chinese troops 
are driving southward from 

“Taungfa, 35 miles north- 
east of Canton, which was 
once again recapture by 
them in a counter-attack on 
November 24. 


The Chinese vanguards are 
said to have reached Shenkong, 
about six miles south of Tsung- 
fa and to be pushing vigorously 


The Japanese approached Yim 
Tin yesterday from Cheungkui, 
where they dispersed _ 540 
Chinese troops of the 1651st 
D.vision under Major ‘Tsang Wu 
after an encounter lasting from 
8 a.m. to 9.30 a.m. 

The Chinese forces fought valiantly 
unt.l their ammunition was utterly 
exhausted. At the commencement 
of the engagement they had only 
twelve rounds of ammunition to 
each men.

WAR MINISTRY

according to present indications, 
banks and numerous wholesale 
establishments will continue business, 
_in spite of the announced strike.

_ EMERGENCY. RELIEF | Crash 
Activities Of Council In 


New Territories 


Tho following account. of the work of the Emergency Relief 
Council demonstrates the vast good that is being done in bringing 
order out of the chaotic entry of thousands of Chincse across the 


frontier from Chinese territory. 


The assistance of the public is still 
sought, especially as regords the 
provision of warm clothing, 


-The Emergency Refugee Council 
was formed to deal with a situation 
of emergency In Hongkong and South 
China, Its appeal for funds was-firat 
Issued when there was, no local 
branch of the Distress in China Fund. 
Now that the latter Fund hao been 
opened there [is no rivalry between 
the two. ‘The Distress in China Fund 
deals with China generally; the 
ERC. is in a position to use in any 
emergency arising close at hand the 
fundy entrusted to It. 


During the past week the E.R.C. 
attempted to establish refugee cen- 
tres at Shumehun, Kweilchung and 
Namtao, A beginning was netually 
made at Shumehun under the direc- 
tion of two members of the Council, 
Misa Atkins and Adjutant Ponting, 
of the Salvation Army, assisted by 
Fr, De Angelis and four Marykioll 
Fathers, Fra. Donnelly, Donavan, 
Fitzgerald and Reardon, who re- 
mained until it becnme clear that 


avail. When the refugecs began to 
pour acros, the frontler, centres for 
food distribution were then estab- 
Mshed at Fanling, Sheungshui and 
Shataukok, Fanling was made = the 
centre, and, from Its rapidly nce 
cumulated store at this point, the 
ERC, distributed supplics to any 
organisation that needed) them for 
the. centres that they had set up. 
Miss Atkins and Adjutant Ponting 
were in charge of this work, assisted 
by some members of St.. John’s 
Ambulance Association and a large 
xroup from the Chinese ¥.M.C.A. 


Welfare Workers 


Representatives of the E.R.C, have, 
during the past few days, constantly 
visited all the points near the 
frontier where help scemed to be 
needed, and they have been In close 
tuuch with such bodies as the Wai 
Yeung and Un Long Commercial 
Associations which bave done such 
excellent work in feeding thousands 
of refugees daily during these days. 


The E.R.C. Is also working in co- 
operation with the Government in 
connection with the Refugee Cumps. 
Under its auspices a number of 
voluntary workers are helping in 
connection with the new Refugee 
Camp formed at Fanling with ats 
hendquarters at Fanling Railway 

- 2,000 refugees are 
already accommodated in ratlway 
wagons and fed from kitchens sup-' 
plied by the Government. An! 
additional 3,000 will be provided for 
by Tucsdoy afternoon. The volun- 
tury workers ordanised by the E.R.C. 
consist of the four Maryknoll Fathers 
who were at Shumchun and a group 
of boys, The first group of boss 
were drawn from the senior pupils 
of Wah: Yan College, Hongkong, 
under Fr, Donnelly, S. J. These 
have now been replaced by a party

Under Mr. Chan Fook-hong, the 
District Commissioner for Kowloon 
und the New Territories, North, and 
four Scouters, 40 members of the 
local Boy Scouts Association from 
the 11th Kowloon (Wah Yan Col- 
lege), Sth Kowloon (Shumshulpo), 
15th Kowloon, 10th Kowloon (Tai Po 
Market), und 22nd Kowloon (Fan- 
ling) undertook the dificult work of 
catering to the needs of more than 
2,500 people housed in 39 railwuy- 
couches, The party of Scouts will 
stay out at the Camp for seven days;

There are now 20,000 refugees 
from the border in Hongkong camps, 
5,000 at Kam Tin, 5,000 at Sheung- 
shul, 5000 at Fanling station and the 
others elsewhere.

Its appeal for funds was 
first issued when there was 
no local branch of_ the 
Distress. in China Fund. 
Now that the latter Fund 
has been opened there is no 
rivalry between_ the — two. 
The Distress in China Fund 
deals with China generally; 
the E.R.C. is in a position to’ 
use in any emergency ‘aris- 
ing close at hand the funds 
entrusted to it. 

During the past week the 
ER.C. attempted ‘to establish 
refugee centres at| Shumchun, 
Kweichung and Namtao. 

A beginning was actually 
made at Shumchun’ under the 
direction of two members of the 
Council, Miss Atkins and Ad- 
jutant Ponting, of the Salvation 
‘Army, assisted by Fr. De Angelis 


and four Maryknoll Fathers, Frs.” 


Donnelly, Donavan, Fitzgerald 
and Reardon, who remained -un- 
til it became clear that their help 
would be no longer of avail. 


When the refugees began to 
pour across the frontier, centres 
for food distribution were then 
established at Fanling, Sheung- 
shui and Shataukok. 


Fanling was made the centre, and 
from its ropidly uccumulated store ot 
this point, the E.R.C. distributed sup- 
plies to any organisation that necded 
them for the food centres that they 
had set up. Miss Atkins and Ad- 
jutant Ponting were In charge of this 
work, nssisted by some members of 
St. John Ambulance Association and 
a large group from the Chinese 
YMCA, + : 

Representatives of the E.R.C, have, 
during the past few days, constantly 
visited all the points near the fron-

In the period under review 5,802 
medical examinations were carried 
out in elphteen Government schools, 
the remaining three Government 
educational institutions being of a 
speclal nature and not subject to 
medicnl jnspection. Some 26 per 
centum of the scholars examined 
were found to be suffering from 
defects of one kind or another, ¢x- 
cluding dental or c¢ye troubles.

Examination Of Food. 


Food tests, stated .the report, 
showed that nine out of 145 samplcs 
of fresh milk were below standard, 
the remaining articles on the list be- 
ing satisfactory. 

There are two {mported dairy 
concerns in the colony, one European- 
owned on the Island somewhat un- 
fortunately sited as regards the Queen 
Mary Hospital, and the second under 
Chinese management on the main- 
land, There are, in addition, nbout 

. 4hirty small dairies owned by Chinese 
mostly -on the mainland, The dally 
production of fresh — mille in 1037 
amounted to about 1,700 gallons of 
which by far the larger proportion 
was) produced at the Europcian- 
owned dairy referred to above. 

Draft legislation was introduced 
during 1937 to muke pasteurisation 
of milk compulsory but met with 
considerable opposition, As might 
be surmised milking in the majority 
of the small Chinese-owned cattle 
byres leaves 1 great deal to be de- 
sired and it Is to be hoped that small 
owners of cattle will find it better to 
sell their products to one or other 
of the important and well-cquipped 
concerns. 

During the year under review 
4322 British occan-golng vessels 
entered and cleared the harbour us 
compared with 4,616 in 1936. To this

Obscrvation Impracticable 


Qwing to the absence of any 
quarantine Immigration — station in 
Hongkong -it is not practicable to 
enforce observation ashore of 
passengers and crews.

Sessions were held week- 
ly out of office hours at the Violet 
Pool Health Centre. The number of 
mothers who were’ piven advice on 
the spacing and limiting of their 
familics amounted to 217.

Distress in China 


To the Editar, 
Hongkong Telegraph. 

Sir—In view of the urgent need 
for funds for’ the relief of refugees 
now in Hongkong, and in ‘order to 
remove any possible misapprehension 
or confusion that may exist jn the 
minds of the public {n regard to the 
relation of this Fund with the Hong- 
kong Emergency Refugee Council, I 
beg to make the following statement: 


The Emergency -Refugee Council, 
of which the Bishop of Hongkong Is 
Chairman, was started before the 
inauguration of this Fund, and has 
been, and Js doing, excclient rellef 
work. 


The Fund of which I am the Hon, 
Secretary waa started with the iden 
of, as far ns possible, centralising all 
charitable efforts for the reilef of 
distress In South China, Including 
Hongkong. The Fund itself docs not 
undertake any actual relict work, this 
belnig entrusted to such existing relict 
bodies as are equipped for this pur- 
pose and, in particular, the Emer- 
gency Refugee Council. 


You may recnil that recently a 
relief ship (ss, Wuchang) was sent 
up to Canton o relieve distress up 
there. The ship was equipped by 
the Emergency Refugee Council, It 
being their intention to rely on this 
Fund to refund as much as possible 
of the money expended for that pur- 
pose. 

At the meeting of the Board of 
Administrators to be held on Thurs- 
day; December 1, — the question of 
making a payment to the Emergency 
Refugee: Council in respect of the 
relief. sltip will be considered and 
decided, and I have no doubt that 
the Board will take into account the 
amount remaining in the hands of the 


ed | Emergency Refugee Council from the 


contributions received by that body 
before the innusuration of this Fund. 

You will have noticed that, after 
the inauguration of this Fund, Bishop 
Hall, in the name of the Emergency 
Refugee Council, appealed to the 
public In Hongkong to contribute to 
this Fund. 

At the present time the Hongkong 
Government is looking after the re- 
fugee camps, but all food kitchens, 
ete, set up for the relict of the tens 
of thousands of refusees who have 
flocked over to British territory, 
without food und without shelter, 
ure being undertaken by the Emer- 
gency Refugee Councll, and to the 
extent to which moneys belonging to 
thls Fund may be available — this 
Fund will be responsible for the cost 
af such food kitchens. 

I desire to express to the Press 
of Hongkong an expression of sincere 
wratitude for its co-operation and 
support. I would venture to appeal 
for the continuance of its support 
and, if possible, for even increased 
publicity. : 

The exact number of refugees now 
in the Colony is unascertainable be- 
cuuse, owing to lack of camps and 
central accommodation, they cannot 
be localised and their number ascer- 
tuined.

I feel that It is unnecessary to 
dwell upon the urgent need for 
donntions. The fact that His Ex- 
cellency the Governor, as Patron of 
this Fund, has felt it necessary to 
address a personal appeal, which has 
just been published in the Press, is 
an unmistakable indicatlon of the 
urgent need for funds, and Is 2 com- 


d] mentary on the response up to date. 


The amount required ts, of course, 
impossible to state, for it depends on 
rapidly changing clrcumstances both 
here und in South China, over which 
we have no control. But it should 
not be too much to hope that the 
contributions from the public of 
Hongkong will amount to at least 
$1,000,000 before very long.

Appellants were Francls Ma, Pa- 
trick Ma, Ma Yat-chiu, i 
Chan Lai-chan, Chau ¥! 
Wal-hung and Ma Tau-noam, The 
first. seven appellants were cach 
fined $25 by Mr. H. R. Butters on o 
charge of gambling. Ma Tau-nam, 
the owner, was charged with know- 
ingly permitting the premlscs to be 
used as a gaming house, and he was 
fined $750. Their appearance of the 
Magistracy was the result of 2 raid 
by the Police at 20 Shan' Kwong 
Road, Happy Valicy, on July 6, . 
The Hon. Mr. Leo D’Almada, Jnr., 
instructed by Mr. G. S. Hugh-Joncs, 
appeared for the appellants, and Mr. 
J. Whyatt, Crown Counsel, repre~ 
sented the respondent, Sub-Inspector 


W. N. Darkin. 
The appeal brought by the first 
seven appellants was allowed, but 


that of Ma Tau-nam was dismissed. 


Ground for Appeal 


Mr. D’Almada said that the appeal, 
in respect of the first seven, was on 
the ground that there was no evi- 
dence to warrant a conviction. They 
were not arrested on the ground floor, 
where gambling took place, nor had 
they been positively fdentificd. The 
actual position was that the ninjority 
of those convicted were discovered 
on other floors but wero driven to 
the gaming house, where they were 
rounded up. 

Counsel then referred to the de- 
finition of the word “escape,” which 
wus mentioned in the section of the 
Ordinance under which the appellants 
were charged, and submitted that 
none of his clients came within the 
meaning of it because the presump- 
tion that they had been in the guming 
house could only arise if they were 
found octually escaping and not after 
There was no 
evidence that any of them wus found 
escaping. Even _assumng that they 
were found under suspicious cir- 
cumstances and went there for an- 
other Slegitimate purpose, that was 
insufficient to infer that they were 
trying to escape. . 

His Lordship: Even huddling in 
the dark or hiding under the umah's 
bed?—No. The circumstances might 
have been suspicious but there is a 
big gap between suspicion and the 
degree of certainty required for the 
purpose of a conviction.’ 

The evidence, Counsel went on, 
was consistent equally with innocence 
ag with guilt, and therefore the ap- 
pellants were entitled to rely on the 
wealcness of the Crown's case to have 
thelr convictions quashed. 


Not Present in Rald 


Dealing with Ma Tau-nam, Counsel 
said that part of the evidence against 
him consisted of certain bills, visiting 
cards und a letter addressed to him, 
which were found on the premises. 
He was not there at the time of the 
rald, and he went voluntarily to the 
Police’ Station ‘the - following | day. 
The gaming house was on the fround 
floor, and though he occupied the 
first and second floors there was no 
evidence that he had been there cn 
the nights the Police had the place 
under observation. He might have 
used the premises only during the 
day: and as regards the articles found, 
they could not prove conclusively as 
to any knowledge that gambling was 
being carried on, ~ 

Ma was charged with having 
“knowingly” permitted the premises 
to be used as a gaming house, but in 
support of this the Crown must at 
Jeast adduce evidence from which the 
Court could infer knowledge as the 
only rational conclusion {o be drawn, 
Admittedly, he was paying for the 


Aclectric lights pn. the ground .floor, 


but even that was insufficient to 
prove that he had knowledge. Even 
assuming that Ma was Sn a position 
to know ‘what-.was carrying on, the 
Crown must foo step further and 
say that Ma, being in a position to 
Itnow,. must have known. But there 
was no evidence of this, and for that 
reason the appeal must be allowed. 


Matter of Importanco ¢ 


Mr. Whyatt said that the appeal 
was a mutter of some importance. 
because if the case for the Crown was 
accepted, there clearly was gambling 
being carricd on on an extensive 
scale, Originally, there were 27 pco- 
ple charged, but at the conclusion of 
the case the number had been re~ 
duced to eight. 

The word “knowingly,” Counsel 
continued, was not-for the purpose 
of excluding connivance, and the 
Crown was entitled to show actual 
Knowledge by indirect evidence, 
which was to the effect that the place 
was a large private residence, stand- 
Ing In ita own ground and internally 
constructed og one house. 

The Police had. watched the place 
seven days out of 14, not successively 
but at random, and from this one 
was entitled to infer that gambling 
was golng on there every night. Ma 
had freely admitted he was living 
and occupying the first and second 
floors, but the evidence went further 
than that: !t had established, through 
the discovery of a revolver ond visit- 
Ing cards belonging to him, that he 
must have elept there as well. Fur- 
ther, the noise of gambling could be 
heard right outside the ground. Ma,

Giving judgment, His Lordshlp sald 
that as regards the first seven ap- 
pellants, he was satisfied there was 
InsuMcient evidence to Justify the 
finding of the Magistrate that they 
were escaping, and therefore their 
convictions must be quashed, 

As regards Ma Tau-nam, the Court 
was equally satisfied that there was 
abundant evidence to show that he 
must have known what was going on,

If you wnt to smarten your 
eiderdown very quickly, you cin just 
make [it a pretty slip of thin silk or 
cambric, and it's Just ag well to have 


off for washing. You need not buy 
n down-proof material in this case, 
as the old cover will keep the feath- 
ers safe, 

Be sure, however, to choose a very 
light-welght fabric in order not to 
make the quilt heavy. Cut it sumll- 
ciently Jarge as the Miling takes it 
up; work some ventilation holes, and 
fasten it with press-studs.

RESSING tables often get stained 
with cosmetics and scents.

The life of new silk stockings can 
be doubled if they are well rubbed 
at toes and heels with a small piece 
of paraffin .wax. The whitish mark 
sgon disappears with walking.

‘LEAGUE'S FAILURE 


London. 

‘Sir John Simon, the Chancellor of 
speaking at a Lengue 
of Nations Union meeting at Epsom 
on November 11, discussed the rea- 
sons for the failure of the League of 
Nations, and he referred during the 
course of his specch to the serious 
effect. of Japan's resignation. He 
sald;— 

The founders of the League of 
Nations strove to create a universal 
socicty in a disarmed world. If the 
League has failed to achieve all the 
high hopes of 20 years ago, this is 
largely because it has not been unl- 
versal and because the world has not 
disarmed. ; 

As for Sts failure to achieve uni- 
versality, the first blow was the ‘re- 
fusal of the United States to join. 
American statesmen had contributed 
much to the framing of the concep- 
tion of a world-institution, but no 
international organ can claim = the 
title of a world-institution ‘with the 
United States left out. The with- 
drawal of Japan from the League in 
1932 profoundly affected League in- 
fluence in the Pacifle, and incidental- 
ly exposes the fable so industriously 
circulated in some quarters that 
British policy (which was through- 
out coincident with League policy as 
a whole) over Manchuria showed 
undue fivour to Japan, 

. JAPAN'S PROTEST 

In fact, Japan resigned by way of 
protest to the League attitude over 
the Manchurian business, League 
policy in that matter was defined in 
a resolution proposed by the British 
Forelgn Sceretary at Geneva on the

NINE POWER TREATY 


London. 

The question of the Nine-Power 
Trenty was raised In the House of 
Communs on November 14 by Mr, A. 
Henderson and Mr. Benn. Mr. Hene 
derson followed this question up with 
several supplementary questions, and 
the questions with thelr answers are 
appended: 

NINE-POWER TREATY 

Mr. A. Henderson asked the Prime 
Minister whether His Majesty's Gov- 
ernment are stil prepared to co- 
operate with the United States Gov- 
ernment ina reamfirmation of the 
principles of the Nine-Pawer Treaty; 
and whether His Majesty's Govern- 
ment will co-operate ‘with the United 
States Government on the basis that 
the Sino-Japanese dispute is a matter 
of continuing concern to them. as 
signatories of the said Treaty? 

The Prime Minister: As regards 
the first part of the question, I avould 
refer the hon. Member to my specch 
in the Debate on 9th November, His 
Majesty's Government are prepared 
at all times to maintain close touch 
with the United States Government 
In matters of common concern to 
bath cduntries. 

Mr. Henderson: May I ask the 
Minister, in view of the fact. that 
the Japancse Government, ane ncting 
in flagrant contravention of the pro- 
visions of this Trenty, whether, after 
18 months, it Is not ubout trhe that 
something was done to bring it home 
to the Jupancse Government that 
the British Government stilt intend 
to retain thelr preferences under this 
Treaty? . : : 

Mr. Butter: I think I made the 
position clear In the speech in the 
Debate on 9th November, If the hon. 
Gentleman will do me the honour to 
study it? 

Mr. Henderson: Is It not the fuct 
that the speech was dealing with the 
question of the open-door, and that 
at any rate the Nine-Power Treaty 
dealt not only with the open-door, 
but with the independence and ter- 
ritorial integrity of China?

“When, the refugees began to 
pour across the frontier, centres 
for food distribution were then 
established at Fanling, Sheung- 
shui and Shataukok. 


Fanling was made the ecntre, and 
from its rapidly necumulated store at 
this point, the E.R.C. distributed sup- 
plics to nny organisation that necded 
them for the food centres that they 
hod set up.

Owing to the absence of 
quarantine immigration — statlon 
Hongkong It is not practicable to 
enforce observation ashore — of 
passenyers and crews. Eloven ships 
were detained in quarantine during 
1937 and 485,620 persons were 
medically examined on arrival, 
making an average of 1,330 per day. 

Some 245,488 emigrants were 
examined during the year of whom 
230,188 were “free,” that fs to say 
they -pald for their passages, and the 
balance were “assisted,” thelr pass- 
oges being paid by their prospective 
employers,  Rejcctlons numbered 
1,153.

British Funi for Relief Of 
Distress in. China 


To the Editor, 
: Hongkong Telegraph. 


Sir~—In view of the urgent need 
for funds for the relict of refugees 
now In Hongkong, and in order to 
remove any possible misapprehension 
or confusion that may exist In the 
minds of the public In regard to the 
relation of this Fund with the Hong- 
kong, Emergency Refugee Council, I 
beg to make the following statement: 

The Emergency’ Refugee Council, 
of which the Bishop of Hongkong is 
Chairman, was started before the 
jnauguration of this Fund, and has 
been, und Is doing, ‘excellent relict 
work. 


The Fund of which I am the Hon. 
Seeretary was started with the idea 
of, us far as possible, centralising all 
charitable efforts for the relief of 
distress in) South, Chin: Including 
Hongkong. The Fund Itself does not 
undertake any actual rellef work, this 
being entrusted to such existing relief 
bodles ns are equipped for this pur- 
pose and, in particular, the Emer- 
gency Refugee Council. 


You may recall that recently a 
relict ship’ (ss. Wuehang) was sent 
up to Canton o relieve distress up 
there. The ship was equipped by 
the Emerpency Refugee Council, it 
being thelr Intention to rely on this 
Fund to yefund as much as possible 
of the money expended for that pur- 
pose. 7 

At the meeting of the Board of 
Administrators to be held on Thurs- 
day, December 1, the question of 
making a payment to the Emergency 
Refugee Councll in respect of the 
rellef stip will be considered and 
decided, and I have no doubt that 
the Board will take Into account the 
amount remaining in the hands of the 
Emergency Refugee Council from the 
contributions received by that body 
before the inauguration of this Fund. 

You will have noticed that, after 
the inauguration of this Fund, Bishop 
Hall, in the name of the Emergency 
Refugee Council, appealed to the 
public in Hongkong to contribute to 
this Fund. 

At the present time the Hongkong 
Government Is looking: after the re- 
ftuyt camps, but all food kitchens, 
ute, set up for the relief of the tens 
of thousands of refugees who have 
flocked over to Britlsh territory, 
without food and without shelter, 
are being undertaken by the Emer- 
gency Refugee Council, and to the 
extent to which moneys belonging to 
this Fund may be avaliable — this 
Fund will be responsible for the cost 
of such food kitehens. 

I desire to express to the Press 
of Hongkonz an expression of sincere 
yratitude for its co-operation and 
support, I would venture to appeal 
for the continuance of its support 
and, if possible, for even Increased 
publicity. 

The exact number of refugees now 
in the Colony is unascertuinable be- 
cause, owing to lack of camps and 
central accommodation, they cannot 
be localised and thelr, number ascer- 
tuined. But It is estimated that they 
eunnat be Jess than 40,000. 

I feel ‘that it Js unnecessary to 
dwell upon. the. urgent need for 
donutions. The fact that His Ex- 
cellency the Governor, as Patron of 
this Fund, haa felt it necessary to 
address a personal appeal, which has 
just been published in the Press, is 
an unmistakable indication, of the 
urgent need for funds, and fs a com- 


nd| mentary on the response up to date. 


The amount required ‘is, of course, 
impossible to state, for it depends on 
rapidly changing circumstances both 
here and In South China, over which 
we have no control. But it should 
not be too much to hope that the 
contributions from the public of 
Hongkong will amount to at least 
$1,000,000 before very long.

Appellhnts were Francis Ma,

Chan Lal-chan, Chou Yuk-sang, Tsoi 
Wai-hung and Ma Tou-nam, The 
‘first seven oppeilunts were cach 
fined $25 by Mr. H. R. Butters.on a 
charge of gambling. Ma Tau-nam, 
the owner, was charged with know- 
ingly permitting the premises to be 
used as u gaming houst, and ho was 
fined $750, Their appearance at.the 
Maglstracy was the result of a raid 
by the Police at 20- Shan Kwong 
Road, Happy Volley, on July 6, 

The Hon, Mr. Leo D’Aimada, Jnr., 
instructed by Mr. G, S, Hugh-Joncs,; 
appeared for the uppellants, and Mr. 
J. Whyatt, Crown Counsel, repre- 
sented the respondent, Sub-Inspector 
W..N. Darkin. 

The appeal brought by the first 
seven appellants was allowed, but 
that of Ma Tau-nom was dismissed. 


Ground for Appcal 


Mr. D'Almada sald that the appeal, 
in respect of the first seven, was on 
the ground that there wus no evie 
dence to warrant a conviction. They 
were not arrested on the ground floor, 
where gambling took place, nor had 
they ‘been positively identified, The 
actual position was that the majority 
of those convicted were discovered 
on other floors but were driven to 
the gaming house, where they were 
rounded up. 

Counsel then referred to the de- 
{inition of the word “escape,” which 
was mentioned in the section of the 
Ordinance under which the appellants 
were charged, und submitted that 
none of his clicnts cume within the 
meuning of it because the presump- 
tion that they had been‘in the gaming 
house could only arise if they were 
found actually escaping and not after 
they had escape There was no 
evidence that any of them was found 
escaping. Even ussumng that they 
were found under suspicious cir- 
cumstances and went there for an- 
other legitimate purpose, that was 
insufficlent to infer that they were 
trying to escupe. 

His Lordship: Even huddling in 
the dark or hiding under the amah’'s 
bed?—No, The circumstunces might 
have been suspicious but there is a 
blg gap between suspicion and the 
degree of certainty required for the 
purpose of a conviction. 

The evidence, Counsel went on, 
was consistent equally, with innocence 
as with guilt, and therefore the np- 
pellants were entitled to rely on the 
weakness of the Crown's case to have 
their convictions quashed. + 


Not Present In Raid 


Dealing with Ma Tau-nam, Counscl 
suld that part of the evidence against 


him consisted of certain bills, visiting }- 


cards und a letter addressed to him, 
which were found on the premises. 
He was not there at the time of the 
raid, and he went voluntarily to the 
Poltce Station the following day. 
The gaming house was on the ground

Ms was charged with having 
“knowingly” permitted. the premises 
to be used as a gaming house, but in 
support of this the Crown must nt 
least adduce evidence from whlch the 
Court could infer knowledge as the 
only rational conclusion to be drawn, 
Admittedly, he was paying for the 
electric Nghts om the ground floor, 
but even that was insuflicient to 
prove that he had knowledge. Even 
assuming that Ma was in a position 
to know what was carrying on, the 


Crown must go.a step further and d 


say that Ma, being in a position to 
know, must have known. But there 
was no evidence of this, und for that 
reason the appeal must be allowed. 


Matter of Importance 


Mr. Whyatt sald. that the appeal 
was a matter of some importance, 
because if the case for the Crown was 
accepted, there clearly was gambling 
being carried on on an extensive 
scale, Originally, there were 27 peo— 
ple charged, but at the conclusion of 
the case the number had been re- 
duced to eight.

there was a general stumpede to the 
top floors. Therefore, the people 
found upstairs were those who had 
been gambling down below, 

Glving judgment, His Lordship said 
that as regards the first seven ap- 
pellants, he was satisfied there was 
insufficient evidence to justify the 
finding of the Magistrate that they 
were escaping, and therefore their 
convictions must be quashed. 

As regards Ma Tauenam, the Court 
was equally satisfied that there was 
nbundunt evidence to show that he 
must have known what was going on, 
and therefore hls appeal must be 
dismissed. :

Chamber 
Tells Of 
Paris Parleys 


London, Nov. 25. 

The Prime Minister, Mr, Neville 
Chamberlain, made a statement to 
the House of Commons to-day on the 
visit paid by him and Viscount Hall- 
fax to Parls, The Premier.declared: 

“We found ourselves In complete 
ugreement on the general policy of 
the two countries, which, In both 
cases, finds its main objective in the 
preservation and consolidation of 
peace.” + 

He added that as the purpose of 
the mectIng was for an exchange of 
views, rather than to take decisions, 
he was not in a position to make a 
more detailed statement on the con- 
versations, 

Mr, Chamberlain expressed’ warm 
appreciation for the very gratifying 
welcome they had received from the 
French Government and people. 

Views were exchanged on the prin- 
cipal questions of common concern, 
including, the methods of defence, as 
well as diplomatic action, 

Mr. Chamberlain twice intervened 
wher questions were asked In the 
House concerning the decision of the 
Czech Government to concede a 
corridor to Germany, for the purpose 
of building a motor road connecting 
Breslau with Vienna. The Premicr 
declared that the subject was not 
ralsed at Munich, and he did not 
think the road altered the Munich 
position, or the attitude with regard 
to the British guarantee.—Retuler.

visir OF GREAT IMPORTANCE 
: Rome, Nov. 28, 

Mr. Neville Chamberlain will visit 
Rome In January, according to the 
Italian afternoon papers. 

The London correspondent of the 
Giornale d'Italia comments — as 
follows: “The news Is of the greatest 
importance at the present turn of 
affairs, when France's internal crisis 
seoms to be dispersing ‘the hopes 
raised after the Munich agreement to 
which Mr. Chamberlain continues to 
show o courageous fidelity.” 

The newspaper also ndds that Mr, 
Chamberlain’s visit assumes the ap- 
penrance of a natural counterpart to 
the conversations in Paris Jast week. 

Authoritative circles consider the 
reported visit to be of great interest 
and importance, while the Italfan 
public generally will ‘welcome the 
visit as a sign of ‘the new goodwill 
existing between the two countries. 
—Reuter. 

MANY SUBJECTS TO BE 
DISCUSSED. 


London, Nov. 28. 

As many Anglo-Ialinn problems 
were settled during the course of 
engotiations preceding the signing of 
the Anglo-Italian agreement, It may 
be taken, says Reuter's diplomatic 
correspondent, that when Mr, Cham- 
berlain ond Viscount Halifax mect Il 
Duce, a wider field will be explored. 

‘One of the most Important subjects 
to be raised will be Franco-Italian 
relations, which remain unsatis- 
factory. ‘This matter was discussed 
during the Anglo-Italian talks last 
week, ond if Mr. Chamberlain and 
Signor Mussolini can, by personal 
contact, effect an improvement in the 
situation, they would be making ao 
big, contribution to-wards achieving 
pence peace jn Europe, 

The efforts of I) Duce towards 
bringing the Powers together -at 
Munich are net forgotten, and it may 
be felt thot os o partner In the 
Berlin-Rome - axis, Re may find it 
possible to assist in improving 
Auglo-German relations, 

In view of the Anglo-Italian agree- 
ment, it may be considered unneces~ 
uary to produce in Romo a declara- 
tion similar to we Anglo-German 
declaration at Munich, Nevertheless, 
despite the - fact that the Franco- 
German declaration had ao tepid 
welcome fn France, {twas 
well received ‘in Britain, and there- 
fore the: conclusion of an Anglo- 
Jtalfan declaration may be thought 
odvisable. 


“tt is unllkely that there will be 
any serjous dise ssion of n possibility 
of an air pact, or the Hmitation of 
armaments. the general view being 
that the time fs not yet ripe for this. 
Itnly may take the opportunity of 
advancing her’ claims for some say 
in the supervision of the Suez Canal. 
In any cnses, the rates charged 
Italian shipping for use of the Canal 
will probably be mentloned.—Reuler,

CLOSE TOUCH WITH 
FASCIST ITALY 
Rome, Nov. 28. 

Writing about the conversations 
that the South African Minister for 
Defence had to-day with Signor 
Mussolini, the Itallan Foreign Minis- 
ter, the Forclgn Trade Minister, and 
the Under-Secretary of Slate for 
War, the Tribune says this evening 
that Mr. Plrow had been® brought 
into the closest touch with Fascist 
Italy.

Hongkony Telegraph. 

Sir—In view of the urgent need 
for funds for the relief of refugees 
now in Hongkong, and In order to 
remove any possible misapprehension 
or confusion that may exist In the 
minds of the public in regard to the 
relation of this Fund with the Hong- 
kong Emergency Refugee Council, I 
bet to make the following statement: 

The Emergency Refugee Council, 
of which the Bishop of Hongkong fs 
Chairman, was started before the 
innuguration of this Fund, and hos 
been, and js doing, excellent relict 
work. 

The Fund of which I am the Hon. 
Sceretary was started with the idca 
of, as far as possible, centralising all 
charitable efforts for the relict of 
distress in. South China, including 
Hongkong. The Fund itself docs not 
undertake any actual relict work, this 
being entrusted to such existing relief 
bodies as are equipped for this pur 
pose and, Jn particular, the Emer- 
gency Refugee Council. , 

You may recall that recently a 
relict ship (8.0. Wuchang) was sent 
up to Canton o relieve distress up 
there. The ship was cquipped by 
the Emergency Refugee Council, it 
being their intention to rely on this 
Fund to refund as much as possible 
3f the money expended for that pur- 
pose. g : 

At the meeting of the Board of 
Adminlstrators to bo held on Thurs- 
day, December 1, the question of 
making a payment to the Emergency 
Refugee Council In respect of the 
relief. slip’ will do. considered and 
decided, ond Y have no doubt that 
the Board will take into account the’ 
tmount remaining in the“hands of the 
Emergency Refugee Councl! from the 
contributions received by that body 
before the Inauguration of this Fund. 

You will have noticed that, after 
the Inauguration of this Fund, Bishop 
Hall, in the name of the Emergency 
Refugee Council, appealed to ‘the 
public in Hongkong to contribute to 
this Fund. 

At the present time the Hongkong 
Government is looking after the re- 
{ugee camps, but all food kitchens, 
ete., sect up for the relief of the tens 
of thousands of refugees who have 
flocked over to British territory, 
without food and without shelter, 
are belng undertaken by the Emer- 
gency Refugee Council, and to the 
extent to which moncys belonging to 
this Fund may bo available . this 
Fund will be responsible for the cost 
of ‘such food kitchens, : 

I desire to cxpress to the Press 
of Hongkong an expression of sincero 
gratitude for. its co-operation and 
support. I would venture to appeal 
for the continunnce of Sts support 
and, if possible, for even Increased 
publicity.

At present 
L understand he {s only about 17, 
and he js tall Yor his age. He has 
a very casy action and bring the 
ball down from n good height. It Is 
absolutely necessary for hlm to con- 
centrate on his Jength—he can rely 
on his actlon for an inch or two of 
off break every two or three balls, 
but he must not over tax his 
strength. As it wns, hls Ogures were 
6-1-14-3, and that ineluded one more 
over than he shotild have bowled. 
Crary looked excellent but 1 could 
not see the finer points as I was um- 
pirlng at square leg. He was 
punished very heavily and only 
picked up His second victlm on the 
last wicket—a somewhnt diminutive 
batsman.
